Prancizoo’s Great Amusement 

Park Is Devastated. 

Wire destroyed the “Chutes,” San 
Wranciseo's biggest amusement park, 
which was known as the Coney Island 
of the west. 

80 far as {3 known, none lost his 
Iifé, but aeveral firemen were injured 
in their work of trying to save the 
concessions from the flames. 

The damage is estimated at $200,- 
000. The cause of the fire is not 
known, but {t is belleved to have been 
caused by crossed wires. 

Recently rebuilt, the “Chutes” had 
fust been opened to the public. The 
gates had closed only a few minutes 
before the blaze started. About 100 
attendants were on the grounds. 

Tho fact that the fire started as 
tate as It did likely averted a panic 
which might have cost several lives, 
as at midnight the place was 
crowded 

Later it was declared that two men 
had perished in the flames, which 
Spread from the park into a lodging 
house which directly adjoined it. Sev- 
oral women in this lodging house nar- 
rowly escaped, and thrilling rescues 
were made. The concrete theater in 
{he Chutes park was the only build- 
ing saved.

Nine persons were killed and twen- 
ty-two injured in the wreck of two 
through passenger trains on the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy railroad 
near McCrook, Neb.

Gill, president of the Denver team, 
was among the injured. 

Pitcher Kinsella had his face badly 
cut, and Second Baseman Lloyd suf- 
fered minor injuries. 

The day coach on the limited was 
totally wrecked, and in this car most 
of the casualties occurred.

Standing in the engine cab with one 
end of the rope around his neck and 
the end in the hands of the mob, 
jJraig was saved from being the prin- 
cipal in the lynching bee by a quick- 
witted deputy, who signaled “full 
speed” to the engineer, lifting the 
noose as the locomotive started. 

They sped away to Reo, where the 
negro was transferred to another 
train and brought to Franklinton. It 
is feared that an attempt will still be 
made to gake the prisoner.

BEEN MADE UP 


Department Said to Have $7, 
000,000 to its Credit, 


FIRST TIME IN HISTORY 


Hitchcock Has Signed Warrant Re. 
turming to the Treasury $3,000,000, 
Last Amount Appropriated to Assist 
in Paying Postal Service Expenses. 


The first time in the history of the 
wervice, it is said, the deficit in the 
postoffice department has been entire- 
ly wiped out and $7,000,000 surphis 
for the current fiscal year ending 
June 30 next in the treasury to the 
department's credit. Postmaster Gen- 
eral Hitchcock has signed a warrant 
returning to the secretary of the 
treasury $3,000,000, the last amount 
set apart from the public funds to 


assist in defraying expenses of the 
postal service for the present fiscal 
year, 

Reforms in the financial system 
have made the refund possible. 

An accounting plan, which was 


adopted about a year ago, insures the 
prompt deposit in the treasury of pos- 
tal funds not required immediately for 
disbursement in postoffices, thus mak- 
ing available for use by the postoffice 
department several millions of dollars 


that, under the former practice, 
would be tied up in postoffices. Un. 
der the old system, it required ap- 
proximately $10,000,000 to finance the 


postal service. 

In making the refund to the treas- 
ury, Mr. Hitchcock said he was satis- 
fied the posta! revenues would be 
more than sufficient to defray the pos- 
tal expenses during the remainder of 
the fiscal year, and that July 1 would 
show a surplus considerably over 
$1,000,000. 


FOR AN AREAL NAVY. 


Contracts Signed by the United States 
for Three Aeroplanes. 

The foundation of Uncle Sam's 

aerial navy was laid at Washington, 


when Assistant Seeretary Winthrop 
Signed contracts aggregating $13,000 
for the delivery at the naval academy 


by July 1, next, of three aeroplanes, 
These will represent the very latest 
developments in aeronautics, being 
capable of rising from and alighting 
upon the water or the deck of a ship; 
of carrying at least one passenger in 
addition to the aviator, and of being 
equipped with a fifty-pound wireless 
outfit. 

Two of the machines will be of the 
Curtiss type, one with eight cylinders 


and the other four, and the other 
aeroplane will be furnished by the 
Wright brothers. Prices range from 
$2,700 to $5,500. Immediately upon 


the delivery of the machines, a naval 
school of instruction for aviators will 
be established at Annapolis, under the 
care of Captain Chambers, who has 
made a specialty of aeronautics, 


FATAL TRAIN WRECK. 


Coal Cars Plunge Through Burning 
Trestle on Seaboard, 

A double-header coal train of the 
Seaboard railway plunged through 4 
burning trestle two miles east of Bos- 
tic, N. C., kiling both engineers and 
firemen and seriously injuring other 
members of the train crew, 

Fifteen of the twenty-nine steel coal 
cars crashed through the fire-eaten 
woodwork of the trestle into Watkins 
creek, piling upon the two engines and 
burying the helpless victims in a magg 
of wreckage. The heavy train wag 
loaded with coal from the Clinchfield 
mines, destined for the coast, and was 
picked up by the Seaboard at Bostic, 
The engineer of the foremost locomo. 
tive did not discover the half-burned 
trestle until too late to avert the dis- 
aster,

The University ought not to be 
merely witbin the reach of people 
of moderate means—it ought to be 
really inviting them. The bank- 
ers and capitalists could, 
sary, send their boys to Harvard 
or Yale.
